Plant! That Eat Animals. 

We have nil beard of animals thr>4 eat 
plants, but only recently have we loerned 
of plants that live on animals. By re- 
cently I mean within the Inst twenty 
yeais. That these q-^ier plants do really 
devour very small insets is how an estab- 
lished fact of history. 

In 1800 Mr. Darwin, a man who 
studied tin se wonderful things, aud then 
very kindly publi hed books about what 
he learned, so that other people may 
also study them, began to notice some 
curious things about these singular 
plants, and then turned his attention to 
a study of .them. He spent a great 
many hours watching tbe plants and 
their behavior. Day alter day he would 
continue, till Anally lie had the pleasure 
of knowing so much about the subject 
that he put it in a book. 

Many other naturalists hive been 
studying th se curious plants, both be- 
fore and since the public itiou of Mr. 
Darwin's book. In New Jersey, North 
Carolina, and other Stutes, as Wtll as in 
England, these plants are to be found. 
There area, ve hi varieties of them, but I 
have room in this artiele to give you an 
account of them in only a general man- 
ner, and very briefly at that. 

The leave* of these pi mts form a kind 
of mouth, an 1 this mouth ti e plants can 
open when tin y choose. The leaves are 
the lids, and ins de tiie mouth is a sort 
of throat. The throat extends down- 
ward toward the body of the ] l int, aud 
has inside a great many little bits of very 
short beard, which are close together 
and very tuzzy. In some throats arr» at 
least two hundred of these little hairy 
bits. At the end of each of these is a 
sticky substance somewhat like common 
mucilage. 

Now, when the plant opens its mouth 
you see the trap is a'ready set. All he 
has to do is to keep his mouth open. By 
an ac.ideut a rly alights on the plant— or 
a bug, or some other small insect — and 
the moment it does so it sticks fast to the 
gummy substance the plant is all the 
time making, and is caught Fly off he 
can not, and the more he Dies to move 
the more he fastens himself to the 6ticky 
substance. The plant is now sure of a 
meal, for the moment a rly, a bug, or 
otj^r substauce touches the throat the I 
niorVh of the plant begins to shut, the 
leaves, or lips, immediately close over 
the victim and strangle him to death. 

Then the plant eats the insect very 
ninch as you eat a bit of meat. The 
way you and I eat, is this : We swallow 
the lood, and the stomach digests it for 
us by meaus of What we call gastric 
juice. The gastric juice is a sour and 
bitter liquid, which cuts the food we 
have swallowed up and makes pulp of 
it. Then the glands of our stomach ab- 
sorb, or drink up this fluid, aud it goes 
into the blood and gives us health and 
strength. 

Id the same way Mr. Plant eats the fly 
or bug. A sort of sour and bitter juice 



start* from the leaves on the inside 



cuts tin- bug into piee I, and then into a 
sort of jdly: and after tins the glands, 
Of which the plant ll ver;, full, mck this 
felly Of liquid up and cany it all over 
the plant, aud give life and strength and 
vigor to all its parts. 

As toon as one insect is taton in tl«s 
way, the leavel ooen again and the trap 
is s.l for another. Hp* many an enter 
prising plant, of average industry, will 
» atcl) and devour in a day I <V> not ex- 
actly know. I suppose it depend! upon 
the number of them in the air. 

The plants are not over particular 
about their diet, and will take beef, an 
egg, gelatine, and many other things oi 
that nature. At the same time, they 
have some choioo about their food, and 
will not eat grass, search, oil, or any- 
thing that is too fatty. A gnat tickles 
their | alate, as turtle does the tongue of 
an epicure ; and as for a dainty, tender 
butterfly, why it is said that you could 
pot please the plant better than by feed- 
ing one to if. 

So delicately is the plant made, and so 
sensitive are the hundreds of beards that 
line its throat, that a piece of human 
hair, one*eight>thousandth part of an 
inch long, dropped on the plant. wiU 
cause it to close immediately.— Unit's 
Journal of Health, 

A Peculiar View of the question.

"Now, suppose you wore laced, and 
they had taken two minutes to put on, 
the child would have been dead, and — 
lost eternally, ay?" 

"That's a pecu iar view of the ques- 
tion; and I must think over my position." 

Two days alter the clergyman met my 
friend and said: "I have* thought that 
matter over and must alter my view.

Sun Dogs. 

A parhelion is au attendant image, 
more or less distinct, of the sun's disk, 
which may appear with any halo at one, 
two, or more points near the suu, but 
which is more frequently formed in the 
course of the horizon al or vertical white 
bands, or in both, at or slightly without 
the intersection of these with the ordi- 
nary halos. They seldom appear at 
once at more than three or four of the 
intersection, and sometimes present a 
sort of tail in the direction opposite the 
luminary. They are popularly known 
as sun dogs or mock suns. 



The largest trees known are probably 
a eucalyptus amygdalina, or "pepper- 
mint tree," growing in Daudenong dis- 
trict of Victoria, Australia, which is 
6aid to measure 370 feet to the starting 
point of the crown, and 417 feet to the 
top, and another specimen of the same 
species, mentioned by Baron Ferdinand 
von Mueller as having attained the hight 
of 480 feet

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Wolves ou a Railroad. 

A Toledo mau, formerly of the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad, 
left a good position with a good salary 
on the Northern Pacific, and returned to 
Toledo to tjike the chances of getting 
smashed up on one of the railroads here, 
f« r keti money.

Hie Rights of Others. 

If parents would teach their children 
to respect each other's rights under all 
circunistaiin s, society would be bur- 
dened with few of those men whom wo 
now meet daily, and who deliberately 
prey upon the folly or weakness of others. 
There are some children that seem to 
have no sense of "mine or thine," but 
borrow at pleasure what they want, ap- 
propriate to their own use what belongs 
to other members of the family, make 
sharp bargains, cut off the corners in a 
trade, and consider themselves only 
"smart" and praiseworthy when the> 
have over-reached or outwitted their fel- 
lows. Uufortunately, iu many such in 
stances, the parent rejoices rather than 
mourns that " that child seems to have a 
faculty of taking care of himself." Let 
us sketch what seems to us an ideaV con- 
dition in a family as to the principle of 
"mine and thine." Each member of 
the family has his own personal belong- 
ings, and these are sacred to him 
alone. No other member meddles there- 
with. His treasures are not inspected 
even or appropriated by any one but 
himself. If he have a room by himself, 
that room is safe from intrusion; no 
locks nor keys are needed to guard him 
nor his from impertinent and officious 
meddling. Nevertheless, the parents' 
oversight never fails ; and they revise all 
bargains and agreements made between 
their children, so that the elder may not 
take advantage of the younger, or the 
sharp of the dull, so that each one shall 
have an M even chance" with the rest. 
The laws of equity govern parental de- 
cisions and secure to each child justice. 
With such training at home, there hi 
little danger that these young peo- 
ple will develope into over-reaching, av- 
aricious men and women.
